LOST IN A DESERT 



Grandsons of Former President 
Wauder Three Days Crazed 
by Thirst

San Diegn, Cal., July 16 —Lost in 
the desert between the little towns 
of Mpcca and Brawley. Cal., Ch»ffee 
Grant and bis younger brother, U. 
S. Grant IV.. tramped for three 
days on the verge of death. They 
were rescued by pure chance and 
tbo aid of an old daaart Indian, 
known in the district as Piute Jake. 

At one time during the awful per- 
iod ChafFaa was ao far gona with 
thirst, hunger and exhaustion that 
his brother, himself dazed and al- 
most crsK<ad by bis experience, 
with the Indian in an effort to shoot 
the helplest man and to "potbim 
out of his misery." 

Tha axparianea began Tueaday of 

Ihst week. The men were carried 
ioto Brawley on Friday afternoon 
and word aant to Mrs. Cbaffea Gi«nl 
as soon as Chaffee was out of danger. 

Last Tueaday Cha£faa and U. S. 
Grant left Loa Angelas over what is 
known as the "hundred thousand 
dollar turnpike," leadinr across the 
desert to Brawley. When they 
passed the little town of Palaa 
Springs they noticed that their en- 
gine was beginning to give trouble. 
It held up for aoma tiaM however, 
ard tbey passed Mecca aHU going 
fast. 

About midway between Mecca 

and Brawley. seventy-five or eisrhtv 
milea away from the nearest help, 
theangine went dead. For hours 
the broth9rs worked over the balky 
m'>tor. Then their supply of drink- 
ing: water ran out and they were 
forced to drink the water in the rad- 
iator of their machine, thus putting 
it hopelessly out of commission. 

All day during Wednesday the 
pairtraaapad through tha blinding 
cloodiof dust. Wednesday after- 



noon they were ovartakan by aaCorm 
and when this had psaMd they wara 

hopelessly lost.' 

On Thursday Chaffee broke down 
completely. His tontrue was hang- 
ing out of his mouth, his eyes burned 
deep in their sockets, and his limbs 
refused to carry him further. U. S. 
Grant was in little Letter condition, 
but still ab'e to tiave'. Leaving the 
brother L'. S. Grant want on until 
he found Piute Jake. 

With the Indian he returned to 
where Cbaffea waa lyiac on the 
sand. Chaffee was raving by this 
time, and U. S. Grant, himself half 
erased, decided It would ha batter to 
shoot his brother and put him out of 
his misery than to attempt the seem- 
ingly hopeless task of getting to 
Brawley. 

Ihe Indian, however, refused to 
allow the shot to be fired, and forc- 
ing U. S. Grant to go with him. 
tramped miles over the dfesert to his 
little but. There they found a 
burro. With this thay want back to 
where Chaffee was lying and hoist- 
ing his' uoconscioui form over the 
aoinud^'darriod Um to iHiara the 
auto was atallad.
